provoked some very human retorts with 
hjs address on "Thei Inhumanity of Re- 
form," delivered last Sunday before the 
Sacramento Y. .M. C. A. His references 
to-^ "reverend gentlemen who investigate 
conditions they are not. at all familiar 
with" and -to "reformers Interested In 
politics" have elicited from the Rev. Paul 
Smith of San Francisco a spirited "tu 
quoque." While the head of the police 
department declares that tiie vice" com- 
mission Is all right except that it knows 
nothing about vice, the leader of the so-' 
ciai clean-up forces replies "If your de- 
scription of »cafes is your idea of the 
places we ore after,' you don't know what 
you ar<? talking: about." 


The trouble started when Chief Peter- 


sen, w^iose views on commercialized vice 
are well known,- told the young men of 
the Sacramento T: M. C. A, that social 
reforms instituted by vice crusades ac- 
complish 
nothing 
and that the only 
amelioration 
possible must come from 
changes in the moral nature of man. 
He discussed at-some length the re- 
cent .activities of reformers in San Fran- 
cisco and declared; that the removal by 
the police 'of -the women of the under- 
world »md merely 'shifted tho burden 
to surrounding cities. 
He was. caustic 


In his comment on reformers who "are 
shocked by the roughness, and coarse- 
ness of an environment of which they 
have had no previous knowledge." 


Now comes the Rev. Paul Smith with 
an equally caustic reply, in the form of 
a personal letter to Chief Petersen. He 
says:
